In King Husseie's big 

lussein’s biggest retreat 
from the territories since 1967, Jor- 
dan yesterday fired nearly all its civil 
servants in the West Bank. The Jor- 
danian move enraged West Bank 
Palestinians of ail ions. Both 
Israel and the PLO last night started 
urgent internal consultations on 
ways to fill the political vacuum. 

The decision, announced after a 
cabinet meeting chaired by Prime 
Minister Zaid Rifai, means the dis- 
missal of about 21,000 employees 
who currently receive about $45 mil- 
lion annually in salaries. 

But the biggest impact will be po- 
litical, not financial, removing the 
cloak of Jordanian legitimacy from 
the large civil bureaucracy now op- 


erating in the West Bank, said 
Meron Benvenisti of the West Bank 
data project. 

“Once you dismiss the officials, 
you dismiss with them the powers 
and the authorities. You dismiss the 
system,” said Benvenisti. 

He predicted that the dismissals, 
which take effect August 16, would 
escalate West Bank tensions as the 
Israeli civ administration tries to 
fill the vacuum left by Jordan — oF to 
prevent the PLO from doing so. 

Both pro-PLO and pro-Jordanian 
figures in the territories yesterday 
expresssed anger and keen disap- 
pointment at King Hussein's Jatest 
move, saying it was designed to 
pressure the Palestinians and dem- 
onstrate their dependence on 
Jordan. | 

“What a disaster. Hussein wants 


to ruin us.” Farah al-Araj, the pro- 
Jordanian mayor of Beit Jallah told 
Agence France Presse. “These arbi- 
trary dismissals of our employees 
are unacceptable for two peoples 
linked by blood,” he said, adding 
that the move would raise unem- 
ployment and poverty levels. ᾿ 

Dr. Yasir Obeid, who will lose his 
post as Jordan's chief health admin- 
istrator in the West Bank, said: “We 
had expected that our family in Jor- 
dan would have been more tender 
with us, and given us two to three 
months to reorganize. I had expect- 
ed this since the king's speech, but J 
didnt’ think it would come so soon. 
A person is usually given one 
month's notice when he is dis- 
missed.”

Israel's expected loss of Taba will 
play a significant role in the Likud's 
election propaganda, it was decided 
at the Likud campaign staff meeting 
yesterday.

Receiver denies report 
Alliance is reopening

State Receiver Amram Blum last 
night dismissed reports of the immi- 
nent reopening of the Alliance tyre 
factory in Hadera. He said it was 
stilt unclear whether the company 
had the necessary financial backing 
“tqallow such a move, 

lum said his staff had ποῖ com- 
pleted its examination of the compa- 
ny’s sources of credit or of the us- 
ability of the factory's raw materials. 

The reports of Alliance’s reopen- 
ing followed a statement yesterday 
by Hadera Labour Council head 
Shlomo Tsur, saying Blum would 
next week ask the Tel Aviv District 
Court to rescind the closure order it 
issued last month. Blum last night 
denied he was planning to petition 
the caurt on this issue. 

The court had ordered Alliance's 
closure: after workers réfused to re- 
port to'work following Bhim’s ap- 
pointment as its receiver. But Tsur 
said the situation had now changed 


as over 600 of Alliance's 1,030 work- 
ers had agreed to return to work 
under the terms set down in a recov- 
ery programme worked out by Blum 
and the Hadera Labour Council. 
The conflicting statements stem 
from a meeting the two men held 
late Wednesday night. Tsur de- 
manded that, if the factory re- 
opened, all the workers be invited 
back so as not to breed new resent- 
ment in the strife-torm company. 


Blum refused, saying that 200 
workers should be dismissed. As a 
compromise, Blum suggested going 
to the court and asking for a court 
order obliging him to call back only 
800 workers to the plant, should the 
factory reopen. This compromise. 
said Blum, would remove the issue 
of dismissals from the hands of the 
labour council. 


Blurn’s willingness to petition the 
court on this issue. it seems, led to 
Tsur's statement concerning the fac- 
tory’s reopening.

Though recent attention has fo- 
cused on Princess Alice. the mother 
of Britain’s Prince Philip. who was 
reinterred this week in the White 
Russian Church of Si. ivian, Magu 
tere in Jerusaiem. hers was ja- 
tively uneventful life compared to 
that of her aunt, the Grand Duchess 
Elizabeth. whose remains lie in state 
in the same church. 


According to Meron Benvenisti. 
who is presently writing a book on 
the graveyards of Jerusalem. Eliza- 
beth Feodorovna. known as “Ella.” 
the grand-daughter of Queen Vic- 
toria and daughter of the Duke of 
Hesse Darmstadt, was a deautiful 
young woman who loved parties and 
who was courted by Kaiser Wilhelm 


hfe of Alice’s Aunt Ella 


11. She was the elder sister of the 
Czarina Alexandra. wife of Czar Ni- 
colai il. 

Elizabeth married the Grand 
Duke Serge and together they 
founded the Russian Palestine Soci- 
ety. which built the church as well as 
the other extensive Russian Ortho- 
dox buildings throughout Jerusa- 
lem. Both were present at the dedi- 
cation of the church. 


After Serge was assasinated by 
Tevolutionaries in 1904, Elizabeth 
became a nun and continued his 
work as a patron of the church. In 
one last gesture, she had her habit 
designed by a fashionable painter. 

In 1917, she was arrested, togeth- 
er with the royal family. The Kaiser 
begged her to leave St. Petersburg 
but she refused. 
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Following the killing of the Czar's 
immediate family, Elizabeth and the 
remaining members of the royal: 
family were thrown alive down the 
shaft of a salt-mine together with 
hand grenades. A peasant at the 
scene reported hearing the victims 
singing hymns following the blast. 
Elizabeth was said to have torn off a 
piece of her garment to dress the 
wound of a child lying nearby. 

The White Russian army found 
her body and brought it. together 
with that of the nun who had accom- 
panied her, to Peking. Her sister. 
the Marchioness of Milfordhaven. 
enlisted the help of the British gov- 
ernment to bring the two bodies to 
the Holy Land by battleship -- a 
delicate task, since the British were 
then involved in negotiating with the 
Bolshevik government. 

Four years ago, Elizabeth was de- 
clared a saint in the White Russian 
Orthodox Church and her body was 
taken from the crypt of the church 
where it had hitherto rested and 
mira for viewing in the church 
itself. 


Dead Sea 
also good 
for psoriatic 
arthritis

A two- or three-week stay at the 
Ein Bokek dermatology clinic at the 
Dead Sea has been proven to offer 
long-lasting. drugless relief from 
psoriatic arthritis. a form of arthritis 
found in 20 per cent of those afflict- 
ed with the skin disorder psoriasis. 
This news, says the researcher, 
should be a boon to medical tourism 
in Israel. 

The research was conducted in 
1986/7 by Dr. Ralph Marcus, a clini~ 
cal assistant professor at the New 
Jersey University of Medicine and 
Dentistry, on 46 patients at the Ein 
Bokek clinic. Most of the psoriasis 
patients came specially from Europe 
for the sun-and-sea treatment, and 
many return here every’ year to pre~ 
vent the benefits from wearing off. 

Over 1,000 Europeans with psori- 
asis go to the Dead Sea clinic each 

ar for skin treatment; now the 

Sea’s unique climatic and at- 
mospheric conditions have been 
found to be of great help to those 
with this type of arthritis as well. 


Dr. Marcus told The Jerusalem 
Post that the patients ranged in age 
from 20 to 70, and that psoriatic 
arthritis is not just an old-age disor- 
der. “There is a specific gene that 
increases the risk of arthritis among 
patients with psoriasis (a chronic 
condition with itchy red and scaly 
patches on the skin). The disease 
comes in the form of painful joints 
(peripheral psoriatic arthritis) or in 


the less-common form of back pain |. 


(spondylitic psoriatic arthritis). 

The 39 patients who did not have 
Open sores and were able to go to 
the sea for an hour a day, in addition 
to regular sunning, showed marked 
improvement. Over half of those 
who had taken non-steroid, anti-in- 
flammatory drugs were able to stop 
taking them completely, while 32 
per cent were able to reduce the 
dosage significantly. The three who 
had been taking cortisone orally 
were able to stop. Spinal flexibility, 
measured by the distance between 
their fingers and the floor when pa- 
tients were asked to bend over, was 
also increased by 25 per cent.

LONDON - It looks as though a 
hackneyed theatrical cliché has be- 
come reality: new star saves failing, 
multi-million-dollar show. 

Chaim Topo! is hardly a new star. 
but after a first night which was 
greeted with a standing ovation. 
there seemed no doubt that his addi- 
tion to the cast of Ziegfeld at, the 
London Palladium had indeed saved 
the show, 

Harold Fielding’s ambitious £3.2 
million musical, based on the tife of 
showman Florenz Ziegfeld, had 
opened last April to distinctly luke-. 
warm reviews. Shortly after the 
show opened. its American star, 
Len Cariou, departed and former 
British pop star Tommy Steele was 
brought in to “doctor” it. There was 
general agreement that it was far too 
long, and that London audiences 
would find the character of Ziegfeld 
himself unlikeable. 

After weeks of financial negotia- 
tions — he is reputed to be earning 
£22,000 a week — Topol accepted the 
star role. 

Nervous about taking over such a 
basically unsympathetic part, he re- 
shaped it to suit his character. He 
doesn’t, in fact, play Ziegfeld as 
such. Instead, he acts as a guide to 
Ziegfeld's life, occasionally stepping 


into character, and signalling the

trademarks.

the kashrut of mezuzot

The time-honoured work of the 
scribe is meeting technology head- 
on in a computer programme which 
will help check the kashrut of mezu- 
zot and tefilin parchments. 

Working on the programme is 
Rabbi Haim Kass, a scribe who di- 
rects Mercaz Shomrei Stam, an or- 
ganization of scribes dedicated to 
eliminating what he says is wide- 
spread fraud in the sale of such 
items. The organization is located in 
Kollel America in the Mea She’arim 
quarter of Jerusalem. 

“Anything that is closed up is a 
likely place for fraud.” he said, re- 
ferring to the parchments that are 
enclosed within tefilin and mezuza 
boxes. As early as 700 years ago the 
Baruch She‘amar wrote curses for 
those who sold ritually unfit tefilin. 
Kass himself produced tefilin which 
were 300 years old and which had 
been improperly prepared. 

He explained that after a scribe 
learns his craft, he earns a ktav kab- 
bala, a form of certification. But the 
Titual fitness of the tefilin, mezuza 
or Tora scroll also depends upon the 
spiritual intention of the scribe while 
he is writing, and that, Kass said. is a 


matter between him and the © 


Almighty. ἢ 
Kass's group is not the only one 
involved in checking sacred works. 
The Vaad Mishmeret Stam in the 
US. bas already developed a com- 
puter programme to check the accu- 
racy of Tora scrolls. According .to 
halacha, a Tora scroll must be 
proofread three times. Today, most 
rabbis recommend that one of the 
proofreadings be with the comput- 
er, which can determine if there is a

The American programme cost: 
$1m., but it was written in the early 
days of computer technology, Kass 
said. It utilizes a stationary scanner, 
for which the columns of the Tora’ 
scroll must be photographed. The 
programme that Kass is developing 
will make use of a hand-held scan- 
ner. Though this will make it consid- 
erably easier to scan Tora scrolls, he 
and his associates intend to use it for 
mezuzot and tefilin only, as they 
don't want to go into competition 
with the U.S. group. Besides, they 
have plenty to do with mezuzot and 
tefilia.

Beyond Hussein’s desert storm 


ARIEL SHARON is advising the counizy’s 
leadership to stop intecpreting King Hussein 
and start acting. His point is that what matters 
is not ihe king's precise Meaning in severing 
his Palestinian connection. but the advantage 
that Israel can draw from the resultant closing 
of the “Jordanian option” this side of the 
river. 

Mr. Sharon is not reticeni in spelling out the 
specific advantage he would like immediately 
to be drawn. It iics in the anaexation of 
sparsely Arab-populated, Jewishly populaied 
and strategically imporiaat sections of the ter- 
ritories by extending to them Israel’s law, 
jurisdiction and adminisiration. This is the 
proposal that Mr. Sharon submitted to the 
cabinet on Wednesday, and that he has been 
publicly expounding since ihen. It does not 
envision granting citizexship cights to the aa- 
nexed Arab populaticn. 

This “expasded Allos Flan," as Mr. Sharon 
calls it, is so expanded as to include even the 
Gaza District, but it appears to enjoy a fairly 
wide appeal in Likud ranks. A “functional” 
version of its basic idea was advanced at the 
same cabinet meeting by his Liberal colleague 
Yitzhak Moda’i. Mr. Moda’i wants Jordanian 
law to be gradually replaced by Israel’s 
throughout the territories. and the civil 
administration prompily dismantled. 

Underlying both plans is the notion that. by 
renouncing his claim of title to the West Bank, 
Hussein has awarded the title to Israel, which 
can thus no longer be termed an occupying 
power. This is a misunderstanding at best. 
Israel's government has itself argued ail along 
that Jordan’s 19 years as occupier of the West 
Bank: never earned it sovereignty over the 

. area. But this has never before entailed the 
conclusion that Israel may establish sovereign 
rights in the West Bank and Gaza except 
through international agreement. 

For the past 21 years Israel's government 
has been legally competent to extend israci’s 
law, jurisdiction and cdministration to any of 
the occupied territories by its own fiat. woaid- 
ed by Knesset legislation. The reason this 
method of annexation was uever applied out- 
side of the municipal boundaries of Jerusa- 
lem, and why annexation by the Knesset was 
never tried outside the Golan, was political. 
Territorial expansion at will, even if not 
wholesale, would have made a travesty of

It has 
been particularly noted that the 
protest appears to have come as 
something of an afterthought, 
and was not issued together with 
the wave of threats and forecasts 
of immediate war directed to the 
Western powers by Russia when 
their troops first moved into the

Mr. Sharoa’s true purpose is to bury ihe al- 
ready moribuad idea of autcaomy, which be 
believes could lead to a PLO state. But Mr. 
Shamir, an advocate of autonomy, believes 
that idea has now received a shot-in-the-arm 
from Hussein. 

The dust storm whipped <p by Hussein has, 
therefore, unsettled bath Labour, with its Je7- 
danian option, and the Likud. with its con- 
flicting advocacy of autonomy by some and of 
annexation by others. Yet the King’s moves 
have not obscured the scene in such a way as 
to make vision impossible. 

King Hussein has irrevocably altered the 
status quo, but only by changing the roles of 
potential participants in any future peace pro- 
cess not, however, by changing the definition 
of the basic issues of Israel's circumstance. 
The “Jordanian option” will not be resuscitat- 
ed, even by a post-election Alignment govern- 
ment, as long as the PLO has support in the 
Arab world to which Husscin must bow. 
Without Hussein, the autonomy option will 
ποῖ be aegotiabie, except with the PLO. Yet 
the PLO option can only lead to a separate 
and isredentist second Palestinian state, as 
long as the Hashemite Kingdom exists. But 
these abortive choices are no reason to now 
enteriain the “annexation cption” as put for- 
ward by Mr. Sharon or by Tehiya. For it 
carries with it the very same political risks and 
same existential dangers for the future of Isra- 
el society that prevailed before Hussein's 
change of course.

A fundamental fact has 
been obscured: the largest source of 
financial support of these “refu- 
gees™ comes from the federal bud- 
get and not from the American Jew- 
ish community. Only this status 
enables large families with sick or 
aged members to come to the U.S.

and legal assistance, as well as other 
benefits. It is true that young people 
do not greatly benefit from this sta- 
tus, but if they care for elderly par- 
ents they could not come to the U.S. 
at all. This is why I would suggest we 
drop the claim about the “modest 


help” of the American Jewish com- 


munity as the only benefactor of the 
refugees. 

I still claim, therefore, that the 
massive immigration of Soviet Jews 
to the U.S. is mostly an outcome of 
the refugee status, although proba- 
bly very many Soviet Jews would 
come to the U.S. anyway even as 
cormal immigrants. 

Finally, 1 would like to reply to 
Shtern’s comment that Hillel But- 
man and I are “Soviet trained.” We 
are indeed. Butman was trained in 
prison and camp, and | was trained 
much earlier as a child in Siberian 
exile.

A rude awakening 


“THIS DECISION will tighten the 
economic and political noose 
around residents of the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip...Every Palestinian 
says now: we alone bear the burden 
of confronting the challenges of the 
Palestinian problem, while the 
Arab nation withdraws and watches 
from the sidelines.” 

The grim editorial in the largest 
circulation East Jerusalem newspa- 
per. Al Quds, accurately reflected 
the jolt Palestinians felt this week 
when King Hussein cut them loose, 
renouncing his claim to the West 
Bank and vowing to sever Jordan‘s 
administrative and tegal links to the 
territory. 

If King Hussein wanted to show 
Palestinians how much they needed 
him, he seemed to have done so this 
week, 

Many Palestinians felt cast adritt, 
threatened with the withdrawal of 
an infrastructure of educational, 
health and religious services, sala- 
ries und passports which had be- 
come essential elements of life for 
an otherwise stateless population. 
Palestinians. already feeling belea- 

the confrontation 
with Israel during the uprising, felt 
even more isolated and embattled. 

The sense of abandonment 

showed through the false bravado 
of day labourers and other plain 
folks who declared that they cared 
little for what the Jordanian mon- 
arch did, that they could manage 
without his passport and did not 
consider themselves Jordanian any- 
way. 
“Let him do what he wants,~ said 
a worker from Hebron. “It’s his 
business. As Palestinians, we see 
him as nothing more than a 
neighbour.” 

Some people explained that the 
Jordanian passports were really not 
needed, that Palestinians could 
travel with Israeli documents if they 
had to and, in any case, preferred ἃ 
free life in their own country to

PERHAPS ONE day it will come to be known as ~ 


the “Julis Declaration.” Last week, five days be- 
fore'King Hussein's speech, Foreign Minister Shi- 
mon Peres for the first time spoke publicly of a 
Palestinian option. as a viable alternative to what 
appears to be the rapidly decaying Jordanian 
option. 

“I'll call Hussein and I'll call the Palestinians.” 
Peres said. “If Hussein wishes, we will talk to him, 
and if the Palestinians wish, we will talk to them. 
We will talk with each of them separately, or with 
the two of them together.” 

King Hussein this week may have succeeded 
where many in the Labour Party, and some of 
Peves's closest advisers. have failed: he has caused 
Peres to break out of his mold, io start seeking new 
messages which might replace what is often de- 
scribed as his worn-out. and electorally incompre- 
hensible, harangues about London Agreements 
and international conferences. 

In Julis. Peres was not yet striking a new elector- 
al pose. His main purpose was to warn King Hus- 
sein that, contrary to Jordanian estimations, Israel 
might have other options, not just ἃ Jordanian one. 
The same message was passed to the King by 
various channels throughout the past few weeks, 
along with a reminder that Peres and Hussein 
struck a bargain in London in April, 1987, and the 
king is expected to stick to it. 

Hussein's replies were ambivalent, less than sat- 
isfactory to the foreign minister, Although he 
pledged his continuing commitment to the peace 
process, the king also spoke of the heavy pressures 
being directed at him from various Arab and Pales- 
tinian quarters. 

Tt was clear that despite the signals emanating 
from Amman for the past two months that some 


dramatic move is imminent. Hussein's exact course 
of action remained blurred. The foreign minister's 
bureau was thus tense and ao on Sunday 
night. in anticipation of the King’s twice-postponed 
speech. 

ΕΝ King might have mentioned in his return 
messages to Jerusalem that from his point of view, 
his Israeli interolocutors also not to have 
lived up to their commitments. When the London 
agreement was signed last year, Hussein was led to 
believe that in one way or another, it would soon be 
implemented. 

The king understood that the agreement was 
bound to be approved by the cabinet. which it 
wasn't. That if the cabinet failed to approve the 
ugteemicac, elections would be held immediately, 
which they weren’t.

KING HUSSEIN'S dramatic retreat from the West 
Bank has not affected the U.S. peace initiative in the 
Middle East -- that’s basically because that drive was sot 
really going anywhere in any case. 

U.S. officials privately have acknowledged for some 
time now that there is little likelihood that some sort of 
dramatic breakthrough would be achieved in advance of 
the U.S, and Israeli elections in November. 3 

‘The most the Americans realistically could hope for is 
that all of their heightened diplomatic activity of recent 
months, including the series of visits τὸ the region by 
Secretary of State George Shultz and the current one by 
Assistant Secretary Richard Murphy, could pave the 
way for a revived American-led peace drive immediate 
ly following the elections, 

Irrespective of a Michael Dukakis or George Bush 
victory, the State Department believes it has a responsi- 
bility at least to set the stage for a fresh American 
diplomatic offensive. 

Ty any case, the Americans have not taken Hussein's 
speech as necessarily representing his final word. They 
believe that be will be prepared to re-enter the peace 
process if some sort of negotiation should actually get 
off the ground. And they point to references ic Hus- 
sein's speech to his continuing commitnent to the peace 
process and the Palestinian cause. 

Hussein's language may be “ambiguous,” said former 
Under Secretary for Political Affairs Joseph Sisco, but 
“the reality is less so.” The former official, today a 
private consultant in Washington, insisted that Hussein 
cannot completely disengage from the West Bank. His 
are did not amount to “a categorical cut off,” Sisco 


“He may be on the sideline procedurally, but in the 
long run there really can’t be ἃ settlement in the West 
Bank unless King Hussein is part of it, because the 
wrong kind of a solution would mean that the guns could 
readily be pointed eastward against Hussein, as they can 
westward against the Israelis.” 

Hussein, according to other American specialists on 
the Middle East, had some immediate and practical 
objectives in announcing his readiness to sever his links 
to the West Bank. For one thing, he wanted to make 
sure that the continuing Palestinian uprising on the West 
Bank would not spill over into the East Bank. At least 
60 per cent of the residents of his kingdom are 
Palestinians. 


Many Hashemites have long urged the King to simply 
walk away from the West Bank. 

In addition, Hussein wanted to offer both a carrot and 
stick to those Jordanian citizens of Palestinian ancestry 
living on the East Bank. Remember, he told them, 
Jordan is not Palestine. The Palestinians in Jordan are 
full citizens with full obligations to the kingdom. 

In stating that Jordan is not Palestine, Hussein was 
also snr message to those Israeli leaders. like 
Minister of Commerce and Industry Ariel Sharon, who 
have fong argued that a Palestinian state already exists - 
and its name is Jordan. Hussein and many of his key 
Hashemite advisers do not want to hear that kind of 
threatening talk. 

. Hussein also has sent a stark sane, ἃ to the PLO 
and to the Palestinians on the West Bank: if you don’t 
want to be part of Jordan, good fuck. See if you can do 
any better than me in improving your overall condition. 

“What he’s really eye that he's frustrated,” Sisco 
said, “irritated with the United States, irritated with 
Israel, irritated with the West Bankers — as well as with 
{PLO Chairman Yasser] Arafat.”. 


AMERICAN OFFICIALS suspect that the PLO will 
once again fail to seize a potentially historic moment 
that could turn around the political situation in the 
region. They doubt that the PLO leadership, as embod- 
ied in the Palestine National Council (PNC), will be able 
to take the painfully divisive but necessary steps to 
advance the peace process when it convenes in Baghdad 
in about a month. 

“I wouldn't put my money on it,” one State Depart- 
ment official said when asked whether Arafat would 
finally utter the magic words in Baghdad and recognize 


Security Council Resolutions 242 and 338, as well as 
ὩΣ ii Ο tsrael's right to exist. The U.S. and others 
have Jong urged the PLO to take such a step, promusing 
increased legitimacy and recognition as a reward, ᾿ 

“But then again,” that same official added, “I dido't 
believe that Iran would accept UN [cease-fire] Resolu- 
tion 598 a day before it did. This could be a year of 
surprises in the Middle East.” ᾿ 

Certainly, that official noted, a decision by the PNC 
to rewrite the Palestine National Covenant by coming to 
grips with Israel's existence would greatly shake up the 
overall diplomatic situation, only a few months before 
the Israeli election. What would happen, the official 
asked, if the PLO were to formally come out with an 
authoritative declaration accepting the “two-state” solu- 
tion -- a Palestinian state on the West Bank and Gaza 
living peacefully alongside Israel? Would such a move 
by the PLO have a decisive impact on Israeli voters? 

The Americans make it clear that they would indeed 
welcome such an action by the PLO. In fact, increasing 
numbers of top officials believe that America’s non- 
recognition of the PLO may have outlived its usefulness. 
‘They suspect that the Jordanian option may also have 
outlived its usefulness. : 

“There are some very profound changes taking place 
in Washington,” one Middle East insider said the other 
day. “Nothing is yet set in concrete. But there is already 
a potential for some dramatic change.” 

ἴῃ recent months, for instance, Shultz bas broken with 
earlier U.S. policy by receiving two PNC members at 
the State Department. Both Palestinians, Edward Said 
and Ibrahim Abu-Lughod, are respected professors at 
prominent American universities. But they also are 
members of the PNC, the legislative arm of the PLO. 

In addition, both Shultz and President Reagan, for 
the first time, have spoken in recent weeks about the 
need to recognize the legitimate “political” rights of the 
Palestinians. Previously, the U.S. has avoided any refer- 
ence to “political” rights. 

There is little doubt, moreover. that the Reagan 
Administration ~ through third party intermediaries ~ 
has already passed the word to the PLO that Washing- 
ton would indeed welcome some positive signal from the 
PLO in the coming weeks. 

American officials -- like other interested observers -- 
will therefore be paying very careful attention to what 
the PLO decides in Baghdad and particularly to the way 
its leaders phrase their final communiques in Arabic, 
yather thr ‘or Western consumption in English. 

Writinr § Vednesday in the New York Times, Dr. 
Daniel Ε 3, Director of the Foreign Policy Research 
Institute Philadelphia, noted that U.S. peace plans in 
recent years had been predicated on the assumption that 
Hussein would participate, “and now he's gone. That 
failure points to an unchanging mule that. unfortunately, 
our leaders keep forgetting every few years: To achieve 
success in Arab-Israeli are: ‘ashington has to 
follow, not lead, the Middle Eastern states. When 
America gets out in front and. on its own , tries to 
resolve the Arab-Israeli conflict, it gets egg on its face, It 
may be un- American not to act on a good idea, but the 
record shows that careful mediation and quiet pressure 
accomplish far more than do grandiose plans.” 

Tn recent days, there have been numerous articles in 
American newspapers and statements by tap Adiminis- 
tration officials, including both Reagan and Shukz, 
pointing out that dramatic peaceful breakthroughs were 
suddenly starting to occur in various hot spots of the 
world where wars had festered for years. Thus, a cease- 
fire appears imminent in the Persian Gulf. There has 
been some movement toward a peaceful resolution of 
the problems of ἌΡΕΟΣ and Namibia in southem Afri- 
ca, Vietnam and ibodia are even talking peace. 
Perhaps, the Americans suggest, the Arab-Israeli arena 
is next in line. They note that the combination of the 
intifada and Hussein's bold challenge to the PLO could 
indeed spark some movement. 

But when it comes to the Arab-Israeli conflict. the 
Americans have been disappointed too many times in 
the past to get carried away with such optimistic 
thoughts.

IN THE COURSE of the 
month there has been a Beant 
articles in the Western press based 
on the premise that the world ap- 
pears to be entering a new period of 
conflict resolution. There are good 
reasons for these observations. 
Since March 1988, when representa- 
tives of the Nicaraguan government 
and the Contra resistance groups 
signed a cease-fire agreement in the 
Nicaraguan border town of Sapoa, 
significant diplomatic break- 
throughs have been announced in 
connection with some of the most 
difficult and protracted regional 
conflicts of the 1980s (see map).

The fifth conflict presently enter- 
ing the carliest stages of resolution, 
the Iran-Iraq War, seems to be on 
the verge of a cease-fire for reasons 
unrelated to Superpower influ- 
ence. Neither the U.S. or the USSR 
ever bad a great deal of leverage 
over Iran; the “causes for Lran’s ac- 
ceptance of a cease-fire appear to be 
entirely internal. 

‘With East-West rivalry so directly 
injected into each of these regional 
conflicts, they became particularly 
sensitive to -the rapidly changing 
global orientations of the Super- 
powers. For some time the Soviets 
have been reconsidering the wisdom 
of Brezhnev's involvement in mili- 
tary exploits in the Third World dur- 
ing the 1970s. Many of these Soviet 
engagements have been increasingly 
judged to have cost the Soviet 
Union politically more than they 
were assessed to be worth strategi- 
cally. This reassessment of Soviet 
policy, according to Western ob- 
servers, was particularly relevant for 
more peripheral regions, although it 

to have been the case as 
well for Moscow's view of the Af- 
ghan problem. 

Once it became clear that the 
U.S. and the USSR were on a 
course of preater accommodation, it is 
little wonder that military clients 
who received strong Soviet support 
for adventuristic policies during the 
Brezhnev period now understood 
that they could not continue to 
count on the same degree of support 
in the future.

WHAT LESSONS can be learned 
from this wave of negotiations 
worldwide? It must be clarified that 
not all the regional conflicts dis- 
cussed are coming to an end; some 
are at the stage of a cease-fire alone 
while athers are closer to a settle- 
ment. The cease-fires may well 
break down; in other cases peace 
settlements may contain imbalances 
that could be the seeds of future 
ceaflicts, Izaq's newly-found 
sireagih vis-a-vis Iran is of concern 
not only for Israel but for Syria and 
Iraq's former allies in the Persian 
Gulf. 

Having said that, something is 
happening in the world as a result of 
the changed attitudes of the Super- 
powtrs ta sae another. Should this 
trend coniinue. Israel in coming 
years might be advised to focus its 
diplomatic efforts on Syria. espe- 
cially now that the issue of Palestin- 
ian representation bas become 
hopelessly camplex. given the posi- 
tions of the parties involved.

Should Syria prove to be not as 
forthcoming in the future as it was in 
the past, then at Jeast Israeli diplo- 
macy would expose Damascus'’s lack 
of flexibility in response to an Israeli 
initiative — something less easily ac- 
complished in the Jordanian/Pales- 
tinian case. But a Syria that is recog- 
nized as the key to Middie East 
peace and not as an afterthought 
following an Israeli-Jordanian ac- 
cord might well act very differently 
especially as it comes to doubt the 
extent of Soviet backing. 

Now that King Hussein has with- 
drawn bis responsibility for the West 
Bank, the Syrian option and the uti- 
lization of Superpower convergence 
miay be the only direction for Israeli 
diplemecy te ge.

The magnate who has

From yeshiva boy in Bratislava to press baron in 
Britain. Robert Maxwell, in Israel for two days this 
week, is interviewed by David Krivine 


ROBERT MAXWELL. the swash- for bravery and promoted to 


buckling British multi-millianaire 
who has become a legend in his own 
lifetime. spent two duys in Israel this 
week. The occasion was his first ma- 
jor investment in this country: the 
acquisition of 3U per cent ownership 
in the newspaper Ma‘ariv; and that ~ 
he hints το Mite Jerusulent Post - may 
be only the beginning. 

He started life in Czechoslovakia 
as Jan Ludwig Hoch. “I went to 
veshiva in Bratislava. und had it not 
been for the war. I would have been 
a rabbi. We lived in Solotvino - not 
a kilometre. though [ didn’t know it. 
from the home of Elie Wiesel. 1 met 
him for the first time at the recent 
conference on the Holocaust orga- 
nized by my wife.” 

Maxwell tried at the age of 16 to 
escape trom the Nazi inferno. This 
was in 1939. He was re-captured and 
subjected to continuous beatings for 
four months. He escaped again, and 
this time got away - and joined the 
British Army. 

He knew not ἃ word of English 
and was put. like all foreigners, in 
the Pioneer Corps to dig trenches. 
By 1944, at age 21. he had found a 
place in the North Stafts Regiment, 
had been commissioned in the field. 
decorated with the Military Cross 


captain, 

He Anglicized his name -- first to 

du Maurier, the name of the ciga- 
Tettes he smoked -- on instructions 
from the British Army. which feared 
that, under his old identiy, he would 
be executed if he fell prisoner-of- 
war. 
His tise in the post-war business 
world was almost as swift as his as- 
cent in the army. {1 were to list all 
the companies and agencies he now 
Possesses, controls or is associated 
with, I would need an entire page. 
Suffice it to say that he is the biggest 
printer in Europe and the second 
biggest in the U.S.; that he owns, 
among other newspapers and maga- 
Zines, the Daily Mirror in England 
(circulation: 3 million); that he owns 
the Pergamon Press; that he is a 
Major shareholder in British and 
French TV companies: that he is a 
leading figure in the computer revo- 
lution; that his fleet of helicopters 
supplies the North Sea oilfields; that 
he chairs a p-fessional football club 
(Derby County). 

Nor does he stop at that. Oue of 
his associates confirms that he is cur- 
dding for the purchase of 
‘an publishers. at a cost of 
$2.2>. Maxwell says unabashedly. 


“There are going to be about 10 
global media empires in the world. I 
want to be one of them.” 

Yet this individualistic entrepre- 
neur was a Labour MP for six years, 
until 1970. Is he a socialist? “I al- 
ways have been and always will be.” 
Secing my surprise, he asks with a 
grin: “Does one have to dress in 
rags to be a socialist?” (He ‘in fact 
wears a flamboyant bow-tie. ) ‘Must 
one ride on a camel or, rather, walk 
behind a camel, instead of being 
driven in a car? 

Looking more serious, he goes 
on: “All the wealth I’ve helped to 
create will go to the Maxwell Foun- 
dation for the promotion of good 
causes. My wife and children won't 
inherit a thing. That’s socialism,” he 
concludes. _ 

The foundation, established only 
recently, is already endowed with 
assets yielding an income of more 
than $0m. a year. Grants will be 
made to hetp medical research; to 
improve education; to help young 
people set up a business in the infor- 
mation field; to help both Jews and 
Acabs in Israel, with a view to fur- 
thering the cause of lasting peace in 
the area. 

His initiative can best be de-

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The Tora reading for this week is 
Ekev (Deuteronomy 7:12-11:25). 


THE DUAL warming to “remem- 
ber” and ‘‘do not forget” is repeated 
over and over again in the Tora. It 
seems to be the leit-motif running 
through the entire book of Deuter- 
onomy. What is so important about 
remembering things past? Why not 
let bygones be bygones and concen- 
trate solely on the present and on 
the future? 


Tora does not view history merely 
as a source of satisfaction for some 
natural curiosity for knowledge and 
not even as indispensable for estab- 
lishing one’s roots and identity. Re- 
membering serves a number of func- 
tions whose common denominator 
is not the past, but the future. It is 
supposed to help us view ourselves 
in proper proportion vis-a-vis the 
Almighty and the world, past, pre- 
sent and future. The main function 
of remembering, as it appears in the 
Tora, is to save us both from exces- 
sive Aubris and self-inflated ego 
trips, and from self-effacing meek- 
ness and exaggerated timidity. 

These contradictory attitudes ap- 
pear in near proximity in the Tora. 

‘And remembering is the cure for 
‘poth: “Should you say to your- 


selves, ‘These nations are more nu-_ 


merous than we, how can we dispos- 
sess them?’ Thou shalt not be afraid 
of them, thou shalt well remem- 
ber..." (Deut. 7:17-18). On the oth- 
er hand, when you have conquered 
the land and have settled it, and are 
enjoying security and affluence, and 
“you say to yourselves "My own 
power and the might of my own 
hand have won this wealth for me,” 
then remember that...” (ibid. 8:17- 
18). 

The purpose of remembering is to 
put yourself into context. It does not 
mean that you should not fear when 
the enemy outnumbers you, or that 
you should not spare any effort in 
trying to combat him, sitting by and 
waiting for God to do the job for 
you as in the past (remember?). No, 
this is not what remembering 
means. Its purpose is to bring you to 
your senses so that you can arrive at 
acorrect evaluation of the situation. 

The same holds for the possessor 
of wealth and power. There is noth- 
ing wrong with well-earned pride in 
one’s achievements. Tora does not 
encourage pietistic, inactive quiet- 
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To remember 
and to forget 


ism, “leaving things to God.” It en- 
dorses human initiative and justifies 
our right to take pride in our efforts. 
It is remembering, however, which 
ot our achievements in their 
Tight proportions and can save us 
from being one of those whom Ar- 
thar Hertzberg describes as “those 
self-made men who do not cease 
worshipping their creator.” 

With all its emphasis on the im- 
portance of remembering, Tora 
tries to make us realize that not 
everything has to be remembered 
equally; that memory should be se- 
lective and that sometimes forget- 
fulness, too, can be a blessing. 

As one must remember to i 
the Sabbath, one must forger to har- 
bour a grudge against a fellow hu- 
man being and to seek revenge for 


“past grievances (Leviticus 19:18). 


Both memory and forgetfulness 
are granted us by the grace of the 
Almighty. We pray to God not to 
deprive us of either. But the choice 
of what to forget and whar to re- 
member, is ours.

Many prayerbooks cite the Lur- 
ianic custom of reciting at the con- 
clusion of the daily moming service 
six “remembrances” in the form of 
six verses from the Bible which state 
explicity the command “remem- 
ber.” Those are: (a) the Exodus 
(Deut. 16:3); (b) Tora at Sinai (ibid. 
4:9-10); (c) Amatek (ibid. 25:17- 
19): (d) The Golden Calf (ibid. 9:7): 
(c) Miriam (ibid. 24:9); and (ἢ the 
Sabbath (Exodus 20:8). 

In addition to these six mandatory 
“remembrances,” there are, of 
course, many other biblical events 
worth remembering. In order to 
make room for memories it is some- 
times necessary to forget and blot 
out certain things.

(vol. 3, p. 374) of the old Jewish 
custom of greeting a person wearing 
a new garment with the blessing 
tithadesh, “May you be renewed.” 
Once, he relates, a Jew who lived in 
asmall shretl came to the city for the 
first time. Everyone stared at him 
because his clothes were shabby. So 
he bought a new suit, thinking that 
when people saw him in his new 
clothes they would say “fhadesh, 
“May you be renewed." However, 
when he retuned home and put on 
the suit, it did not fit and he looked 
terrible. The dissatisfied customer 
rushed back to the store full of angry 
complaints. The clerk began to 
laugh and said. “Of course it doesn't 
fit! You put on the new suit over 
your old clothes! You have to take 
off the old before you can put on the 
new!” 

We are all constantly .remember- 
ing and forgetting. That is what 
makes it possible to go on living. 
How otherwise could we possibly go 
on living with ourselves, our spouses 
and all the people with whom we 
share our lives? But, the question 
remains: Cah we always judge what 
should be remembered and what is 
better forgotten? 


HERE IS A person, a good person 
indeed, a successful farmer settled 
on the land that the Almighty prom- 
ised to Israel. This is the third year 
that he offers his tithes, as pre- 
scribed in the Tora. He enumerates 
all his good deeds: “I have removed 
from my house the sacred portion 
and have given it to the Levite, the 
alien, the fatherless and the widow, 
according to all You have com- 
manded. I have not tumed aside 
from Your commands and I have 
not forgotten (velo shachahti).” 
This declaration, which is among the 
few “fixed” prayers in the Bible and 
appears in Deuteronomy 26:13, is 
known in rabbinic parlance as vidui 


ma‘asrot, “confession of the tithes.” 
The term “confession” usually ap- 
plies to an admission of some kind 
of guilt. But all our farmer speaks 
about are his good deeds and his 
generosity towards the poor and the 
needy. Why then “confession”? 

The answer, one contemporary 
rabbi suggests. is in the two words 
velo shachahti, “and 1 have not for- 
gotten!” 1 made generous gifts to 
charity and cannot forget them. I 
wish to go on living on the laurels of 
those good deeds and to keep on 
talking about them. That is what 
turns this declaration into a “‘confes- 
sion.” You did something good and 
praiseworthy — wonderful: but isn’t 
it time to forget about it and go on to 
your next good deed? 

A much more serious example of 
forgetting comes to us from some 
700 years ago. Rabbi Moshe ben 
Ya’acov of Coucy, France, was out- 
standing among his peers as one of 
the most fiery of the Jewish “reviv- 
alists” who traveiled from one com- 
munity to the other to bring people 
back to Tora and mitzvot. Hundreds 
retumed to don tefillin because of 
him and entire communities 
changed their sexual mores thanks 
to his preachings (see E.E. Urbach's 
Ba‘alei Hatosafot, pp. 384-395). 

R. Moshe of Coucy is best known 
for his book Sefer Mitzvor Gadol 
(abbreviated: Serag), in which he 
listed and expounded on the 613 
commandments. In the foreword, as 
well as in the text, he relates a star- 
tling dream. After listing all the pos- 
itive and negative commandments, 
he dreamed that he had omitted the 
ikar, “the most important of them 
all” and that was the one from Deu- 
teronomy 8:11: “Beware lest thou 
forget the Lord thy God,” which 
includes the prohibition against hu- 
bris and false pride. 

This commandment was not listed 
by Maimonides and is not found in 
other listings of the precepts. R. 
Moshe tells us how shaken he was 
by his dream and how it made him 
realize that a person can spend all 
his life zealously teaching and 
preaching, while omitting the 
“ikar,” the ever-lurking danger of 
the means that replace the goal, 
when one forgets what is behind it 
a namely, that “the Lord is your

MOSHE SAMET'S essay. ~The haredi conversion law” 

(Jerusalem Post, Suly 5). paints an inaccurate picture of 

the attitude of the Talmudic sages on conversion as 
with that of today’s rabbis. 

Samet maintains that the conversion procedure was 
liberal at least till the 16th century. and that the Jewish 
people vigorously sought to convert their Gentile neigh- 
bours. But the Talmud has two very sharply worded 
statements agains conversion. One is that of Rabbi 
Helbo, cited four times: “Converts are as hard on the 
Jewish people as a pusbag™ (Yevamot 70, 109; Kidda- 
shin 170: Nidda 13a). eee: 

Maimonides, who according to Samet was very le- 
nient in the matter, cites R. Helbo’s statement in 8 
barsher fashion than the Talmud’s. In Hilchot [ssurei 
Biah 13:18, Maimonides says: 

“That is why the sages said that converts are as hard 
on the Jewish people as leprosy, as most of them come 
from ulterior motives, and once they have converted it is 
hard to get rid of them. Let us learn from what hap- 
pened in the Wilderness...most of the troubles having 
been caused by the [alien] rabble [who had attached 
themselves to the Jewish people at the time of the 
Exodus].” ᾿ ᾿ 

The Talmud again warns Jewish proselytizers. in R. 
Yitzhak’s name (Yevamot 109b): “Misfortune upon 
misfortune will befall those who accept proselytes.” . 

One cannot accept Samet’s contention that the Tal- 
mudic sages were so eager to gain converts that they did 
not insist on their committing themselves unreservedly 
to observe the mitzvot. The central provision of Jewish 
conversion jaw is that a would-be proselyte who omits as 
much as one commandment from his commitment to 
observe the Tora’s precepts is to be rejected. R. Yossé. 
says that a would-be proselyte must have no reservations 
about committing himself to observe even the minutest 
detail of Rabbinic law. This appears in Tosefta Demai 2. 
which considerably antedates the Second Temple era, 
and is cited in Bechorot 30b. 

It does not matter whether the would-be proselyte is 
an idolator, a Christian, or 2 Moslem. Unqualified 
commitment to observe the 613 Commandments is a 
sine qua non for acceptance to Judaism. 

We leam this from R. Yohanan, who says (Yevamot 
46b): A court of three dayanim is required for the 
initiation of a proselyte, as it is written (Num. 15:15). 
“There shall be one Tora and one mishpat [legal proce- 
dure] for you and for the ger |stranger, or proselyte} 
living with you.” 


THE POSKIM, including the 13th-century Nahmanides 
and Tosafot (Yevamot 45b), rule that the Tora requires 
acourt of three dayanim to hear a convert's declaration 


of commitment to observe the mitzvot. According to- 


Maimonides, however, the court does not have to hear 
the declaration but must witness the convert’s ritual 
immersion in the mikveh. Accordingly. he rules that a 
convert who was not duly informed about the mitzvot 
and the punishment for violating them, but who per- 
formed the ritual immersion in the presence of three 
laymen, is considered a proselyte, even if it transpires 
that he had an ulterior motive. Having been circumcised 
and having performed ritual immersion, he is no longer 
considered a Gentile. But he remains under a cloud of 
suspicion until he proves his fidelity (Hilchot Issurei 
Birah 3:17). i : 


Earlier (3:15), Maimonides rules that a Gentile who . 


converts from material considerations is not regarded as 
a true proselyte and must prove his fidelity. But once he 


has performed ritual conversion before three witnesses, 
| even if they are laymen, he is not. disqualified. : 


So we see that, Dr. Samet to the contrary notwith- 
standing, there is no difference between Maimonides’ 


ruling in the Mishneh Tora and his responsum in Pe’er media 


Hador. 

Furthermore, according to Maimonides, if a some- 
what dubious proselyte of the sort he describes marries a 
Jewish woman, the marriage is valid. ᾿ 

It should be emphasized here that the above-cited 


negative attitude to proselytizution is expressed only in that the School 


the Babylonian Talmud (BT).

Hevrat Ha’ovdim: Why 
Kessar lifted the lid 


The major reason for the publication of the Histadrut controller's 
critical report on Hevrat Ha’ovdim is that Kessar has decided 
that the position of the labour federation’s holding company is so 
serious that any delay in treatment could prove fatal, writes Jeff Black 


EITHER YISRAEL Kessar thinks 
Labour's chances of winning the 
elections have gone with the wind 
or, quite frankly, the Histadrut sec- 
retary-general just doesn't give a 
damn about the election's outcome. 

These two theories, at first 
glance. are the only explanations for 
the strange goings-on surrounding 
the crisis-laden Histadrut holding 
company. Hevrat Ha‘ovdim. Al- 
though media attention has focused 
more on the speculation surround- 
ing Hevrat Ha'ovdim head Danny 
Rosolio’s future, Kessarvhas recent- 
ly made a number of moves worthy 
of examination. 

The most surprising was his attack 
on the Labour Party's senior leader- 
ship during a marathon Histadrut 
central committee meeting earlier 
this week. Kessar, whose place on 
the party's election list was ensured 
because of his postition as the Ia- 


bour federation’s top official, 


charged that Labour Party mem- 
bers. and not the Likud. had begun 


what he called the campaign against 
the Histadrut. 

He then went further and accused 
these officials of turning the party 
into an elections-only party - “a 
fewer and worse version of the 
Democratic Movement for Change” 
— which would lead to the Labour 
Party's eventual demise. This out- 
burst followed several weeks of ru- 
mours circulating from the party's 
headquarters that the Histadrut. 
and Kessar in particular, would only 
play a minor role, if that, in the 
party's election campaign. 

Another puzzling move was Kes- 
5815 decision to go ahead and pub- 
lish Histadrut controller Naftali Blu- 
menthal's latest series of reports on 
a number of Hevrat Ha‘ovdim com- 
panies and Kupat Holim. Blu- 
menthal’s job is to find examples of 
mismanagement and irresponsibility 
in the hope that his exposure of 
these details will lead to a change for 
the better. 

Blumenthal, without having to 
cast an eye on some of Hevrat 
Ha'ovdim's major weak spots such 
as Koor, did not have to look too far 
for some startling examples of in- 
competence and irresponsibility. 
Hassneh, the country’s largest insur- 
ance firm, has lost $52 million be- 
cause of a 1976 decision to enter the 
international trade insurance mar- 
ket without “the necessary prepara- 
tion or professional 
considerations.” : 

This is not the kind of news the 
Labour Party wants to see on the 
front page of every newspaper three 
months before the election. Practi- 
cally every voter has some link with 
the Histadrut, be it their member- 
ship of Kupat Holim Clalit or the 
fact that they work for some Hista- 
drut-affiliated company. 

Kessar could have, if he had want- 
ed, delayed Biumenthat's report un- 
til after the elections. It would not 
be the first time such a move had 
been taken. The report about Da- 
var, which warned of its impending 
collapse, had been shelved for 18 
months before its official appear- 
ance this week. 

Many people, no doubt. would 
have been happier without Blu-

menthal’s report which provides the 
Likud with a ready-made script for 
their election broadcasts. 


BUT IT is not that Kessar does not 
care about the elections, it is just 
that they are practically the last 
thing he has on his troubled mind at 
the moment. The crisis within Hev- 
rat Ha’ovdim: Koor's $250 million 
losses for 1987; Alliance's receiver- 
ship and the sight of border police- 
men driving workers out of the fac- 
tory; Solel Boneh’s failure to lift 
itself out of its bankruptcy crisis; 
and the need to dismiss workers 
from all different types of Histadrut- 
owned companies has taken up all of 
Kessar’s time, energy, and perhaps 
optimism. 

The heady days of a few years ago 
when Kessar was tipped as Shimon 
Peres’s successor and a natural La- 
bour Party prime minister are well 
and truly over. At that time, Kessar 
was allied with Labour Party secre- 
tary-general Uzi Baram and the la- 
bour federation leader was riding on 
a wave of personal popularity. Now, 
when disaster has struck, none of his 
erstwhile party colleagues wants to 
tush to his defence. With Baram 
incapacitated through illness, there 
are very few dyed-in-the-wool so- 
Cialists to be found at Labour Party 
election campaign headquarters. 
Almost inevitably, reports began 
circulating that Kessar would have 
no role in the campaign. 

This, on top of the pressure he is 


_ already under, seems to have been 


too much for Kessar. A normally 
quiet and thoughtful man, he rarely 
loses his temper in public but when 
he does, he makes sure his point 
rams home. Kessar, in his attack on 


the party, pulled no punches. He 
reminded the central committee 
that it was the Histadrut, after the 
debacle of 1977 and the Likud’s as- 
cent to power, which saved the La- 
bour Party from collapse — “‘some- 
thing they [the party's leadership} 
have now forgotten.” 

Sources close to Kessar promise 
this attack will be the last and they 
put it down to tiredness and frustra- 
tion. This, however, does not seem 
to be the case. The chances of Avra- 
ham Burg, the campaign headquar- 
ter's spokesman and a Peres sup- 
porter, making it to the Knesset 
were endangered this week after 
someone, somewhere, alerted jour- 
nalists to the fact that Burg, until 
this week, did not belong to the 
Histadrut. The Labour Party's con- 
stitution says that only Histadrut 
members can represent the party in 
the Knesset. The only place this in- 


formation could have come from’ 


was the Histadrut. 


KESSAR'S DECISION to go ahead 
with the publication of Blumenthal's 
reports meanwhile, underlines the 
Histadrut secretary-general's deter- 
mination to provide the managerial 
equivalent of root-canal treatment 
for a decaying institution. At the 
same time as Blumenthal was pre- 
paring his report, Kessar was busy 
working on his reorganization plan 
for Hevrat Ha’ovdim. 

It is surely more than a coinci- 
dence that Blumenthal’s calls for 
greater accountability and a more 
accurate flow of financial informa- 
tion between the individual compa- 
nies and Hevrat Ha'ovdim’s execu- 
tive committee mirror the details of 
Kessar’s plans. 

Blumenthal's report was released 
on the very day that Kessar took his 
plan to the Histadrut's central com- 
mittee for approval. Blumethal's 
criticism of Trade Union Depart- 
ment head Haim Haberfeld’s deci- 
sions when ke adjudicated over 
wage and compensation payment 
disputes in the Histadrut-run econo- 
my has also been heeded. From now 
on, Haberfeld will no longer sit as 
sole arbitrator and a Hevrat Ha’ov- 
dim official will join the panel to 
represent the holding company’s 
interests. 

Histadrut officials did consider 
postponing the controller's report 
but decided against it for a number 
of reasons: First of all. the situation 
in Hevrat Ha’ovdim is already so 
bad that a few more headlines here 
and there make very little difference 
to public opinion. Secondly, reports 
of the Histadrut suppressing the 
controller's reports and exaggerated 
speculation as to what the reports 
actually contained would have done 
more damage than the truth itself. 

But the major reason for publica- 
tion is that Kessar has decided that 
Hevrat Ha‘ovdim’s position is so se- 
rious that any delay in treatment 
could prove fatal. If Hevrat Ha’ov- 
dim ever went under, the Histadrut 
and by extension the Labour Party 
would probably go down with it. 
This scenario, for Kessar, is more 
frightening than the dangers of rock- 
ing the boat on the eve of the 
elections. 


World trade increased 5 per cent last year

WORLD merchandise trade grew 
5% in volume in 1987, well above 
the rate of expantion Ὁ of the ire 
preceding years, and will grow by a 
further 3% this year, the secretariat 
of the General Agreement on Tar- 
iffs and Trade (Gatt) estimates. 

The trade-depressing conse- 
quences of the large changes in cur- 
rency rates and the fall in energy 
prices experienced between 1985 
and 1987 have started to give way to 
trade-stimulating effects, Gatt’s 
economists suggest in a generally 
upbeat analysis of the current 


strentgth of world trade. 

In value, international trade in 
goods climbed 16.5% to $2.475 trik 
lion in 1987, with West Germany 
outpacing the U.S. as the largest 
exporter for the second year min- 
ning. Growth was particularly 
strong in the second half. 

Last year developing countries in- 
creased their share of world mer- 
chandise exports for the first time in 
seven years. 

Gatt officials single out three fa- 
vourable factors affecting trade: 

© The relative stability of the 
main currency rates since 


December. 

® Indications that the U.S. and 
Japan are beginning to correct their 
trade imbalances. These signs are 
reinforced by figures showing the 
strength of Japanese domestic de- 
mand and a revival in personal sav- 
ings in the U.S., Gatt says. 

© Continuing, if modest progress 
in dealing with Third World debt. 
Gatt notes the undertaking on Afri- 
can debt by the seven big economic 
powers at the Toronto summit, Bra- 
2115 recent agreement with its credi- 
tors and the banks’ additions to their 
loss reserves.

Crime without 


punishment

JOSEPH SZYDLOWSKY died 
July 17 at the ripe old age of 93, 20 
years after founding Beit Shemesh 
Engines (BSE). He had previously 
built, on the eve of World War Π, a 
big aero-engine company in France 
called Turbomeca. That did well; 
and so, in its turn, did BSE — until 
he sold it to the Israel government 
in September 1981. Since then it 
has gone down the drain, accumu- 
lating a deficit of something like 
$140 million. 


Committee after committee has 
sat on what to do about this. Man- 
aging directors followed each otb- 
er: first Olek Nahshon, till the gov- 
ermmment took over; then in rapid 
succession Avia Shalif, Micha Co- 
hen, Kalman Rosen, Ezra Yesodi 
and, now, David Amihai. All Ami- 
hai’s predecessors gave up in dis- 
gust. 


The trouble is: the government 
cannot make up its mind. BSE is a 
dead duck. It could still be resusci- 
tated, or, alternatively, it coukd be 
given a decent burial. The govern- 
ment does neither. 


The trouble started while Szyd- 
lowsky was still in charge. The com- 
pany did well as long as it was pro- 
ducing small French engines. When 
it started making big American 
ones, it was out of its depth. Szyd- 
lowsky shared in the desire to make 
big engines, but he wanted them to 
be French engines, not American 
ones. The problem was that the Is- 
rael Air Force was switching from 
French Mirages to American Phan- 
toms, and BSE had to comply. The 
government had no choice but to 
buy Szydlowsky out. 


Subcontracting for the manufac- 
ture of components for an Ameri- 
can aero-engine was one thing; but 
the government had eyes bigger 
than its stomach. It decided to build 
an “ultra-modern ‘of its’ 
own, the Lavi; and on February 13, 
1981, then-defence minister Ariel 
Sharon jointed BSE to be in 
charge of constructing the super- 
sonic power-unit. 


It was an immense assignment. 
First of all, the Israeli industry 
could not design and develop a new 
engine of such complexity; most of 
that had to be done in the U.S. The 
plan was that when production be- 
gan, BSE would start making com- 
ponents and extini this activity 
with a view to manufacturing ~ by 
1993 — 80 per cent of the engine in 
this country. 


Tt was worth a try; except that, 
distracted perhaps by competition 
with Israel Aircraft Industries over 
who should be chief contractor for 
engine construction, BSE recruited 
enough staff to man full production 
schedules before there was any seri- 
ous producing to be done. 


This hurry and bustle created an- 
other anomaly. While overbur- 
dened with personnel, the plant was 
undersupplied with skills, experi- 
ence and knowhow. The State 
Comptroller reported in 1985 that 
the way things were going, far from 
producing 80 per cent of the fin- 
ished product by 1993, BSE did not 
have the technological or organiza- 
tional capacity to produce more 
than 26 per cent by that date. 


As it turned out, there was no 
engine to produce: the Lavi project 
was cancelled a year ago. But even 
before that decision was taken, 
BSE had accumulated losses so 
great that under normal circum- 
stances it would have been put into 
liquidation. 


NORMAL CIRCUMSTANCES 
means: being privately owned. 
Szydiowsky was stili the private 
owner when the Lavi venture was 
mooted, and he, too, was taken in. 
Who wouldn't be? The government 
was the country’s largest customer 
by far, and judging by past experi- 
ence its resources were inexhaust- 
ible. : 

Szydlowsky allowed BSE to 
ov . Whether he would 
have reversed that decision when 
the resalts became apparent we 
shall never know. By then he was in 
bis mid-eighties and it is hard to 
expect a lucid grip on affairs at that 
age. 

“The point at issue, however, is 
not his abilities. or how they com- 
pared with those of the public ser- 
vants who replaced him. What 
counts is the rules of the game, and 
they are different for private and 
government ownership. The pri- 
vate owner cannot go on losing 
money. The public owner can, and 
that is why his policies can become 
erratic to the point of seriously 
harming the public interest. 


Looking at back issues of The 
Jerusalem Post I see that the com- 


pany’s debts zoomed to $40 million. 
in 1985, $65m. in 1986 and $80m. at 
the beginning of 1987. There were 
recovery programmes, the first two 
of which were not properly impte- 
mented. They required writing off 
losses and reducing the work force. 
The Treasury does not relish paying 
off anybody's debts, not even those 
of a government company; and the 
cabinet is reluctant to authorize dis- 
missals, especially in a develop- 
ment township like Beit Shemesh. 


It was not till the third recovery 
programme was adopted in 1985 
that dismissals were undertaken. 
The intention was to fire mostly 
office workers, of which there was ἃ 
plethora. Out of 1,325 staff, only 
481 belonged to the production sec- 
tor. Not more than 450-500 individ- 


. uals were to be laid off all told; in 


the event, 580 handed in their 
cards, many of them key personnel 
on the production side, whose ser- 
vices were needed. 


Why this sudden exodus? Be- 
cause the workers knew with whom 
they were negotiating. After hard 

ining, severance pay was fixed 
at 315 per cent of the normal level 
(which is one month's pay per year 
of employment), plus all the money 
accumulated in each person's pen- 
sion fund. The prospect of a golden 
handshake was tempting to some, 
‘particularly persons of ability who 
could easily find work elsewhere. 


Having taken upon itself the ex- 
pense of financing these dismissals, 
the government allocated $3.4m.

Friedman, needless to say, had his 
own version of events. In his view, 
Ben-Shahar was off the mark by 
tens of millions of dollars. 


Miluoto is the story of che finan~ 
cia} wizard who created a monster. 


A member of Kibbutz Ga‘aton, 
Friedman had for years been regard- 
ed as one of the shrewdest managers 
in the kibbutz movement. the brain 
behind Milouot’s remarkable suc- 
cess story. When he declared that 
business was thriving. nobody 
dreamed of asking to see the compa- 
ny's books: they simply took his 
word for it. Hence, the shock when 
reports of Miluoto's real condition 
emerged. 


If it seems like déja vu, it’s only 
because virtually the same story was 
repeated at Koor. Shevah Offr, the 
giant industrial concerns longstand- 
ing financial director, was also re- 
garded as a whiz kid among his 


peers. That's why, when Koor final- 
ly reported a stunning quarter- 
billion-loss a few weeks ago, it was a 
botnbshell - Israet’s largest compa- 
ny had racked up the biggest loss 
in Israeli history virtually unnoticed. 


According to some insiders, even 
Yeshayahu Gavish, Koor’s former 
managing director, was not aware of 
ail of Ofir’s wheeling and dealing. 
Their bosses at the Histadrut, mean- 
while, were only too glad to admit 
they had been kept in the dark ail 
along. 

David Balas, the man who man- 
aged to swindle the kibbutzim out of 
millions, can be added to the list of 
brilliant speculators. As can be the 
Hurvitz brothers, the sons of Minis- 
ter-without-Portfolio Yigal Hurvitz, 
who today do not have the means to 
pay back even 1% of the $50 million 
they owe around the country. 


The secrecy that shrouded al! of 
Friedman's financia! dealings is 
symptomatic of the financial wiz- 
ards. Had Milouot's books been 
made public to all parties con- 
cemed, its problems could conceiv- 
ably have been nipped in the bud. 
Τῆς same holds true for Koor. Had 
it bothered publishing the full re- 
sults of each of its subsidiaries, it 
would likely not have deteriorated 
to the point of virtual bankruptcy. 


‘The preference to disclose as little 
as possible is not unique to Hevrat 
Ha’ovdim affiliates, however. Israel 
Aircraft. Industries still refuses to 
publish its profit and loss state- 
ments, on the grounds of “security.” 
And by the time other government 
bodies get around to it, enough time 
has elapsed to render those results 
meaningless.

Without doing any market research, 
for instance, Friedman decided avo- 
cado spread would be a big hit.

U.S. passes 
trade bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. 
Senate passed a landmark bill de- 
signed to reduce U.S. deficits in 
world trade. 

The president said he would sign 
the revamped trade bill, which the 
Senate passed Wednesday evening 
on a 85-11 vote 

Major provisions of the new bil! 
would authorize U.S. negotiators to 
reach agreements in the current 
Uruguay Round of international 
trade talks. They also would stream- 
line the system under which the gov- 
emment imposes import curbs to 
protect American business and re- 
taliate against trade violations. 

Provisions also include repeal of 
the 1980 windfall profits tax on oil 
industry earnings, which has not 
produced any revenue since oil 
Prices plunged three years ago. The 
bill contains funds for retraining of 
these left jobless by foreign compe- 
Rtion and a potential $2.5 billion in 
export subsidies for agricultural 
products, 


The bill also would impose sanc- 
tions on Toshiba Corp. of Japan and 
Kongsberg Vaapenfabrik of Norway 
and two of their subsidiaries for the 
subsidiaries’ action in selfing subma- 
tine-silencing equipment to the So- 
viet Union. 

Many of the toughest provisions, 
however, have long since been 
stripped, including the plant-clos- 
ings notification measure. When 
lawmakers reconstituted that mea- 
sure as a separate bill, they hinted 
that unless Reagan agreed to sign it, 
the trade bill might sit untouched in 
the Senate for the rest of the year. 


The Reagan administration has 
been getting anxious for authority to 
reach agreements under the Uru- 
guay Round, and Reagan finally an- 
nounced Tuesday that he would al- 
tow the plant-closings measure io 
become Jaw. Senate teaders imme-

Controls will be reimposed on the commissions the commercial banks 
charge for account managing. The Bank of Israel said this reimposition 
followed the commercial banks’ current practice of charging different 
commissions for different movements in their clients’ accounts.

Jordan's decision to stop paying 
21,000 civil servants will mean an 
immediate loss to the West Bank of 
about $20 million a vear in income. 
with the loss rising to about $35 
million annually next year. after 
most employees stop receiving sev- 
france pay. analysts say. 

The salary cutoff will touch indi- 
rectly about 100.000 peaple. or one 
out of eight on the West Bank. they 
predict. 

Most of the 21.000 employees are 
teachers, health. agriculture and 


government workers who also re- 
ceive salaries from the civil adminis- 
tration. But the money they receive 
from Jordan amounts to one-third to 
one-half of their monthly income. 
A typical teacher. for instance. 
may receive about $150 a month 
from Jordan to supplement ἃ $200-
